Duma 


St. Petersburg, June 16,— Emper- 
or Nicholas fixed his signature this 
morning. to an imperial decree abol- 
ishing the present Duma and order- 
ing that the elections of members to 
jts successor, which is to meet Nov- 
ember 14, be held under the new el- 
ection law, which provides against 
the “submergence of the educated 
classes by the uneducated classes,j’ 
This act constitutes a veritable coup 
d‘etat and overrides tne special con- 
ditions of the fundamental lews of 
the state, solemnly proclaimed on the 
eve of the convocation of the first 
Duma, which declared that the elec- 
toral law could never be changed 
without consent of parliament itself. 
This breach of the constitution is 
justified by the great law of necessi- 
ty, the Emperor‘s advisers holding it 
impossible, under present conditions 
to secure a parliament capable of co- 
operating harmoniously ‘with the 
| Crown to rescue Russia from anar- 
chy and revolution. The meeting 
of the council of ministers, at which 
the decision to dissolve parliament 
was reached, was a long one, lasting 
from 9 o‘clock last night to 4 this 
morning. The news of the dissolu- 
tion was received shortly before 2 
o‘clock this morning but the meet- 
ing of the cabinet continued until the 
arrival of the signed document. The 
dissolution of the Russian Duma was 
the direct result of the refusal of that 
hody to consent to the demand made 
by Premier Stolypin that it permit 
the arrest of a number of its mem- 
bers on the charge of conspiring a- 
gainst the state. During all the his- 
tory of the Duma there has been con- 
stant clashes with the government.

In view of the interest in the ques- 
tion of the Doukhobor lands revived 
by the throwing open for settlement 
of certain of their homesteads in 
Saskatchewan forivited by failure to 
perform the duties required by the 
homestead regulations, the following 
editorial comment from the Winnipeg 
Telegram is timely and appropriate : 

In what degree the Department of 
the Interior is blameworthy in its 
actions regarding the Doul hobors 
who have made their homes in Can- 
ada will probably .never be known. 
There is little doubt that these 
Doukhobors believe, or were led to 
believe, that their unique communal 
systems, ‘both as regards the hold- 
ing of Jands and other questions, 
would be respected, They came to 
Canada’ = apparently on that under- 
standing, took up their homes in 
the West and their almost every ac- 
tion showed that thé impression that 
the various inhabitants of their vil- 
lages should hoid their land in com- 
mon, was profound. 

Such a system was a national and 
economic impossibility if the West 
were to progress in the lines of pro- 
gress laid down by the spirit of 
British law and Canadian social ann 
industrial institutions, The  com- 
munal system regarding the free 
lands of Western Canada crying for 
actual settlement and cultivation 
was an anachronism that could not 
exist. And the lands of the Douk- 
hobors have been thrown for settle- 
ment and the followers of Peter Ve- 
regin, the Russian patriot and exile, 
will take that part of the world 
known as Western Canada as they 
find it, not as they in their primi- 
tive dreams of a Utopia desire it. 

Strangely minglod must be the feel- 
ings of the Doukhobors of our West 
as they watch others clambering to 
make formal entries for the lands 
they deemed would be the scene of 
the idyllic life they fled from oppres- 
sion-and crossed the seas to find, 
Strange indeed must he feelings 
of their leader, the fu masterful 
embodiment of manhood, Peter Vere- 
gin, the Russian patriot and martyr, 
who _ probably conceived the dream 
that has vanished during the long 
Siberian exile, and which the allur- 
ing rates of the immigration agent 


_ led him to believe he could put in 


practice in the practical Canadian 
West. The destiny of the West 
would not permit the dreams of an 
altruist to stand in the way of its 
progress in any part, even if it seems 
harsh in the face of the belief that 
the government of Canada must: have 
assisted in implanting it in his mind. 


Among the thousands of immi- 
grants coming to Canada are a few— 
fortunately a very few—men who are 


in a class by themselves, and who 
might . be designated by the term
